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EXAMINER'S COMMENT/AMENDMENT/REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . All previous rejections have been overcome by the amendment filed on July 1 1 , 
2005 and the rejections are withdrawn. Claims 7-5, 7-14 are now pending in the 
application. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 
37 CFR 1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no 
later £han the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Mr. Hilmar Fricke on August 23, 2005. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 7, line 15, after "filler," add "which is different from component (c)," 
In claim 7, replace lines 18-19 by "(g) 3 to 30 wt% of additional water". 

Reasons For Allowance 

3. Claims 1-5, 7-14 are allowed. 

4. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 
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The instant claims are allowable over prior art to Ghahary (US 5,476,895). 

The present claims are directed to an aqueous coating composition comprising 10- 
60% of an aqueous dispersion of water-dilutable or water-dispersible binders, 5 to 40% of 
water-dispersible polyisocyanate 2-70% of filler material, 2 to 30% of a ground polymer 
material comprising polymethyl methacrylate containing filler, 0.01 to 15% of organic 
solvents and 3 to 30% of additional water. 

Support for the examiner's amendment with regard to component (g) of claim 1 is 
provided in the original working examples in pages 11-15. Additionally, support for the 
amendment of component (d) in claim 1 is provided in page 6, lines 12-15. 

The prior art to Ghahary discloses granite-like coating comprising thermoplastic 
and thermosetting resins based on acrylic, epoxies, polyesters etc. The compositions 
further include granules that afford stone-like appearance based on isophthalic resin or an 
acrylic resin and pigments and fillers. 

The prior art does not teach or suggest an aqueous coating composition 
comprising an aqueous dispersion of water-dilutable binders comprising water, a cross- 
linking agent based on blocked on unblocked polyisocyanate, filled PMMA granules and 
water in the amount specified in claim 1 . 

Therefore, the instantly claimed invention is deemed allowable over closest prior 
art of record as per said art neither anticipating nor rendering, alone or in combination, 
the instantly claimed invention.
